WASHINGTON UP — The Senate 
censu re debate roared along in a 
fresh ru sh of angry words today 
with Sen. Chavez (D-NM) shou ting 
that Sen. M cCarthy “ thinks he’s 
the only one who is honest . . . who 
wou ld die for his cou ntry.” 
“ I don’t like it and I don’t intend 
to have it,” Chavez cried. 
Chavez said he had in mind par­

What brou ght Chavez bou nding 
to his feet was an objection by 
M cCarthy when Sen. Lehm an (D-, 
Lib-NY) sou ght to pu t into the Con­ 
gressional Record a recent broad­ 
cast by CBS com m entator Eric 
Sevareid praising the career of 
John Paton Davies. 
Davies was fired by Secretary 
of State Du lles last week after 23 
years as a foreign service officer. 
He was specifically cleared of any 
disloyalty or Com m u nist associa­ 
tion. bu t Du lles said he agreed with 
a secu rity board’s decision that 
Davies had shown a lack of the 
ju dgm ent and discretion requ ired 
of a career diplom at. 
M cCarthy, in objecting to the 
Sevareid broadcast’s going into the 
Record, described Davies as one 
of his original “ cases” of Commu ­ 
nist infiltration of the State De­ 
partm ent. 
He 
said 
Davies

“ responsible to some extent” for 
the “ loss of China.” 
He praised the Eisenhow er ad­ 
m inistration for firing Davies bu t 
said the explu sion cam e “ thou ­ 
sands of lives too late and years 
too late.” 
Chavez leaped u p and said “ m il­ 
lions” of A m ericans are “ ju st as 
patriotic as the senator from Wis­ 
consin.”

WASHINGTON OP—Secretary of 
the Air Force Harold Talbott said 
today there are weapons which 
“can lay waste an entire conti­ 
nent.” 
And efforts to keep these wea­ 
pons from being used, he said, 
can succeed only if nations seek 
the help of God. 
Talbott’s address was prepared 
for a Veterans Day ceremony at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
in Arlington National Cemetery. 
The Air Force chief was designa­ 
ted to represent President Eisen­ 
hower in the annual observance of 
what until now has been known as 
Armistice Day. 
Before the graves of the dead of 
the past wars, he declared: 
“The weapons which claimed the 
brave young men who lie here . . . 
were puny compared with the wea­ 
pons that human beings can bring 
to bear against each other in this 
nuclear age. 
“They can lay waste an entire 
continent—men, women, children, 
even the beasts and the vegeta­ 
tion. They can abolish in a single 
night not only an army, not only 
a nation, 
but a whole civiliza­ 
tion.” 
Talbott did not explain which 
particular weapons he had in mind. 
He apparently referred to hydro­ 
gen weapons. 
He said that in his official posi­ 
tion he has “intimate knowledge 
of these weapons,” then added: 
“Some of them are of such aw­ 


ful power that even the men who 
build them cannot fully visualize 
the carnage that would fellow their 
use. This is not the time or place 
to dwell upon them, but I will say 
this much—just one of these wea­ 
pons can cause more destruction 
than all the bombing done by all 
the nations in the last world war. 
“The more I see of modern en­ 
gines of destruction, the more I 
believe that mankind needs the an­ 
cient guidance and compassion of 
religion. 
“ I do not believe that any govern­ 
ment that deals in ruthlessness, in 
cynicism, in godlessness, «an long 
endure. I do not think that we, or 
any nation, can face overwhelming 
dangers of the atomic age and 
emerge free, without the guidance, 
the wisdom, that only God can 
give human beings. . . 
“ I believe with all my heart that 
we can keep the peace only if we 
seek His help, not to destroy our 
enemies, but to help us summon 
the patience, the courage, and if 
need be, the sternness that will be 
needed to prevent a war which 
would destroy us both.”

Purdue Ex perimenting 
With Ato mic Energ y 
In Preserv ing Fo o d 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Teaming 
up with atomic energ y scientists 
across the country, Purdue Univ er­ 


sity horticulturalists and p hysicists 
are p utting the atom to work in a 
new field — that of-food p reserv a­ 


tion. 
Research men hav e discov ered 
that many foods, when sterilized 
by radiation, will keep for long 


p eriods of time without refrig era­ 


tion. The job of the scientists, how­ 
ev er. has been comp licated by a 
slig ht 
off taste 
which 
dev elop s 


when some foods are sterilized. It 
i^ toward a solution of this p rob­ 
lem that the work a t Purdue is 
aimed. 
Horticulturalists N. 
W. 
Desro- 
sier and F. J. MeArdle are con­ 
ducting their studies with a com ­ 
p lex ap p aratus, a four-and-a-half 
million electron v olt linear accel­ 
erator used in atom ic research at 
Purdue, dev elop ed by J. W. Mac* 
Kay of the p hysics dep artment. 
far t h e v hav e tested tomatoes, 
celery, radishes, lettuce, cucum- 
oers, ap p les, p otatoes, meat, eg g s 
and milk. By subjecting p otatoes 
to the atomic radiations, for ex­ 
amp le, the scientists hav e found 
that they can p rev ent sp routing in 
storag e, without causing any flav ­ 
or or color chang es. Both eg g s 
and ham burg er meat, when tre a t­ 
ed. can be stored without refrig er­ 
ation and with little or no detect­ 
able chang es after they are cooked. 
Fruits and v eg etables, 
howev er, 
underg o a slig ht color chang e and, ; 
when eaten raw, some taste alter-1 
ation. 
Desrosier 
and 
MeArdle 
hav e 
found that it is the p rotein com ­ 
p onents of foods that are most sen­ 
sitiv e to “ radiation chang es.” Thus 
they 
are 
using 
natural 
p rotein 
from eg g s, milk, and meat in their 
studies in an effort to determine 
the nature of the chang es that take 
p lace. This is the first step in their 
work to minimize the effects of 
atomic sterilization on taste. 
Waste p roducts from atomic en j 
erg y p lants — which sup p ly the 
same typ e of radiations as are be­ 
ing used in Purdue studies — may 
ev entually find use in the sterili­ 
zation of foods that are “ heat sen­ 
sitiv e,” 
those 
whose 
quality 
is 
damag ed by heat. One of the un­ 
ique features of atomic steriliza­ 
tion is that p ractically no heat is 
g enerated 
This fact has sp ecial 
sig nificance because 
most fruits 
and v eg etables are ‘ heat sensi­

WASHINGTON i# —Gen. Lemuel 
Shepherd Jr. dedicated Wednesday 
a massive statue honoring the U.S. 
Marine Corps, and called it not 
“ just a monument to the departed 
past . . . a graphic message to 
the future.” 
Shepherd, the Marine comman­ 
dant, dedicated the 75 foot repn>- 
duction of the historic flag raising 
on Iwo Jima on this 179th anniver­ 
sary of creation of the Marines as 
a fighting force. 
President 
Eisenhower 
headed 
the list of distinguished guests in­ 
vited to witness dedication of the 
monument. 
. “ May it stand for ages yet to

come as a symbol of American 
courage and determination, of in­ 
destructible faith, and of unity of 
purpose,” Shepherd said. 
Nine years in the making, the 
giant statue of the six men who 
raised the flag on Iwo Jim r’s Mt. 
Suribachi is the handiwork of Fe­ 
lix de Weldon, Austrian-born sculp­ 
tor who began working on it while 
serving in the Navy in 1945. 
Shepherd hailed the flag raising 
scene as “ one of many great mo­ 
ments in American history,” and 
he said: 
“ In this sense the five Marines 
and the sailor depicted are, in 
themselves, only a symbol 
These 
men do not represent just the Ma­ 
rine Corps — nor is this a monu­ 
ment to war. 
“ To all who shall view this mem­ 
orial — it will speak of the cour­ 
age, the spirit and the greatness of 
the American people — the people 
from whom these men and their 
ageless comrades came.” 
The three survivors here for the 
ceremony are Ira Hayes of Saca- 
ton, Ariz., a Pima Indian; John
